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PREFACE 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Carmarthen  Rural 

District  Council 

Mr  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December 
1964  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  population  re- 
mained at  a satisfactory  level. 

The  Council  continued  their  policy  of  providing  the  rural  area 
with  piped  water  and  sewage  disposal  schemes,  and  one  hopes  the 
day  will  soon  arrive  when  the  whole  of  the  district  will  enjoy  these 
essential  amenities. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Service  continued  its  good  work  in 
combating  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  In  addition  to  the  forty-five 
visits  made  to  Carmarthen,  four  special  surveys  were  carried  out, 
and  the  total  number  seen  was  3,003.  Although  there  was  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  tuberculosis  cases  notified  during  the 
year  the  trend  in  the  incidence  of  the  disease  is  still  decidedly  down- 
wards. 

I wish  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  work  carried  out  by  my 
staff,  and  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  the  whole- 
hearted manner  in  which  they  have  supported  me.  I also  wish  to 
thank  my  colleagues  and  their  staff  for  their  continued  support  and 
help.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  Carmarthen  Rural  District  covers  an  area  of  202,733  acres 
and  is  divided  into  29  Parishes,  viz:-  Abergwili,  Abernant,  Cynwyl 
Elfed,  Llanllawddog,  Llanpumsaint,  Llanarthney,  Llanddarog, 
Llangunnor,  Llandyfaelog,  Llangendeirne,  St.  Ishmael,  Llangain, 
Llangynog,  Llanstephan,  Newchurch,  Laugharne  Township, 
Llanddowror,  Llangynin,  Llanwinio,  Meidrim,  St.  Clears,  Trelech- 
a’r-Betws,  Cilymaenllwyd,  Henllanfallteg,  Llandissilio-East, 
Eglwyscummin,  Llanboidy,  Pendine  and  Whitland. 

The  mid-year  home  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar- 
General  for  1964  is  28,090. 

For  Registration  purposes  the  area  is  divided  into  the  following 
four  Registration  Sub-Districts: — 

Abergwili,  Llangain  and  St.  Clears  (Carmarthen  Rural). 

Llangendeirne. 

Cynwyl. 

Llanboidy. 


For  Sanitary  Administration  purposes,  the  area  is  divided  into 
three  divisions,  and  each  is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  a Public 
Health  Inspector.  The  Divisions  are  as  follows: —

The  area  is  mainly  agricultural,  the  inhabitants  being  engaged  in 
farming  and  allied  trades.  Milk  factories  are  situated  at  Whitland, 
St.  Clears  and  Pensam  (Llangunnor).  At  the  United  Dairies 
Factory,  Whitland  the  total  milk  intake  was  31,363,747  gallons 
and  of  this  18,560,560  gallons  were  despatched  for  liquid  sales. 
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The  remaining  12,803,187  gallons  were  used  for  manufacturing 
purposes — 8,754,848  gallons  being  manufactured  into  Evaporated 
Milk  and  4,048,339  gallons  for  separation.  Separated  Milk 
to  Milk  Powder  accounted  for  3,318,097  gallons,  and  Cream 
produced  for  Butter  276,700  gallons.  The  total  milk  intake  at  the 
Pensarn  factory  was  10,076,517  gallons,  5,723,085  being  sold  to 
the  liquid  market  and  4,343,250  gallons  of  milk  manufactured,  the 
products  being  Chedder  and  Caerphilly  Cheese,  Condensed  Whey 
and  Fresh  Cream. 

Portions  of  the  Parishes  of  Llanarthney,  Llanddarog  and  Llan- 
gendeirne  border  on  the  anthracite  coalfield,  and  naturally  the 
main  occupation  of  that  area  is  coal  mining.  In  addition,  there 
are  a few  quarries  in  the  rural  area,  particularly  along  the  limsetone 
ridge  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  district. 

No  particular  occupation  (coal  mining  excepted)  can  be  said 
to  have  any  prejudicial  effect  upon  the  health  of  the  people. 

The  Rateable  value  of  the  area  is  £511,003,  the  sum  represented 
by  a Penny  Rate  £1,950  16s.  6d.  and  the  number  of  inhabited 
houses  according  to  the  Rate  Book  is  8,957.

During  the  year  eight  new  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  were 
notified.  Although  this  is  an  increase  on  the  1963  figure  it  is  still 
far  below  that  for  1962  when  seventeen  new  cases  occurred. 

The  mobile  unit  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Service  made  forty- 
five  visits  to  Carmarthen  and  examined  2,040  persons  of  whom 
1,567  were  volunteers  from  the  general  population. 

The  Unit  visits  the  town  on  Tuesdays,  and  is  situated  outside  the 
Malt  House  in  John  Street.  It  is  available  to  the  general  public 
between  the  hours  of  10  a.m.  and  12.30  p.m.  and  from  2 p.m.  to 
5.30  p.m.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA 


Laboratory  Facilities: 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  situated  at  the  West  Wales  General 
Hospital,  Glangwili,  Carmarthen,  has  again  proved  of  inestimable 
value  to  the  health  services  of  the  area. 

The  Laboratory  is  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  H.  D.  S.  Morgan, 
whose  ready  co-operation  whenever  called  upon  to  assist  the 
Public  Health  Department  is  very  much  appreciated. 

Ambulance  Facilities: 

Ambulance  facilities,  including  facilities  for  the  transport  of 
sitting  car  cases,  are  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council. 

Home  Nursing  Service: 

This  service  is  undertaken  by: — 

(a)  Five  District  Nurses  under  arrangements  made  by  the 
County  Council  with  District  Nursing  Associations,  viz:  Cynwyl 
Elfed,  Llanboidy,  Llanegwad,  St.  Clears,  and  Whitland. 

(b)  Six  District  Nurses  in  direct  employ  of  the  County  Council 
in  the  following  districts : — Drefach,  Ferryside,  Gorslas,  Laugharne, 
Meidrim/Trelech  and  Pontyates. 

In  addition  the  four  District  Nurses  employed  in  the  Carmarthen 
Combined  district  undertake  duties  in  the  Rural  Area. 

Infant  Welfare  Centres: 

Ten  Infant  Welfare  Centres  in  the  area  viz: — Carmarthen, 
Ferryside,  Gorslas  (Cross  Hands),  Laugharne,  Llanstephan,  Pendine, 
Pontyates,  St.  Clears,  Whitland  and  Meidrim. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics: 

Three  Ante-Natal  clinics — Cross  Hands,  Kidwelly  and  Pontyates. 

The  Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  Children: 

Arrangements  are  made  for  unmarried  mothers  to  be  admitted 
to  one  of  the  following  hostels:-  Northlands,  Cardiff;  Cwmdonkin 
Shelter,  Swansea ; The  Llandaff  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare 
Committee  Hostel,  Penarth,  or  the  St.  Martin’s  Home,  Hereford. 

This  is  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council,  and  also  the  St. 
David’s  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Committee. 

Hospital  Accommodation: 

Infectious  Diseases: 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  is  situated  at  Upper  Tumble, 
near  Llanelly,  and  is  under  the  control  of  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board. 
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General  Hospital  Facilities: 

Hospital  facilities  are  available  at  Priory  Street  and  at  Glangwili, 
Carmarthen,  and  both  are  known  as  the  West  Wales  General 
Hospital.  The  Hospital  provides  treatment  for  general  medical 
and  surgical  diseases  for  the  whole  of  the  West  Wales  area. 


Venereal  Diseases: 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  responsible  for  the  treatment 
of  Venereal  Diseases.  There  are  no  Clinics  in  the  area  of  the 
Rural  District,  the  nearest  being  in  Llanelly. 


National  Assistance  Acts,  1948  and  1951 : 

Section  47  of  the  1948  Act. 

No  cases  called  for  action  to  be  taken  by  the  Council  during  the 
year.  Under  this  Act,  one  aged  person,  who  was  removed  under  an 
Order  during  the  early  part  of  1959,  is  still  being  detained  in  an 
Institution,  and  an  application  is  made  every  three  months,  to  a 
Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  for  an  extension  of  the  Order,  as 
the  person  in  question  is  not  able  to  care  for  himself  and  neither  has 
he  any  accommodation  to  return  to. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Housing : 

It  is  very  pleasing  to  report  that  the  brake  which  had  restrained 
council  house  building  during  1963  was  considerably  relaxed  in  the 
year  now  under  review. 

In  accordance  with  the  special  request  made  by  the  National 
Coal  Board  the  Council  built  a hundred  houses  (76  at  Carway; 
24  at  Pontyates)  to  accommodate  ‘immigrant’  miners  that  would  be 
recruited  for  employment  at  Cynheidre  Colliery.  The  selection  of 
the  tenants  was  naturally  the  responsibility  of  the  National  Coal 
Board,  and  joint  consultative  meetings  were  convened  between  the 
Board’s  Representatives  and  the  Council’s  Housing  Committee 
regarding  the  various  housing  and  relevant  problems  that  would 
be  bound  to  arise  from  a large  scale  transfer  of  families  to  the  area. 
The  majority  of  the  families  have  been  transferred  from  the  Durham 
and  Scottish  coal-fields  and  it  will  be  some  time  naturally  before 
they  will  be  able  to  settle  down  in  their  new  surroundings. 
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Two  small  slum  clearance  schemes  were  virtually  completed 
during  the  year.  Four  unfit  houses  at  Meinciau  were  acquired  by 
agreement  and  on  the  cleared  site  five  two  bedroom  bungalows 
have  been  erected.  Bungalows  have  also  been  erected  at  Pwlltrap 
and  families  have  been  displaced  from  unfit  cottages  which  will  be 
demolished  in  the  coming  year.  The  Council  are  anxious  to 
proceed  with  the  demolition  of  five  cottages  at  Porthyrhyd  and 
erect  bungalows  on  the  cleared  site,  but  it  is  regrettable  that  Mini- 
stry approval  cannot  be  obtained  until  finality  is  reached  about  the 
West  Glamorgan  Water  project  for  the  Gwendraeth  Fach  Valley. 


In  addition  to  the  dwellings  erected  for  the  National  Coal  Board 
and  for  slum  clearence  purposes  a total  of  62  dwellings  (26  houses ; 
36  bungalows)  were  under  construction,  and  plans  were  in  an 
advanced  stage  for  the  erection  of  bungalows  at  Cefneithin  and 
Ferryside  which  have  received  Ministry  approval.  It  was  hoped 
that  a start  would  have  been  made  on  the  thirty  acre  site  at  Llan- 
gunnor,  but  due  to  varying  factors  this  was  not  possible.  However, 
I am  assured  that  this  large  scale  development  will  commence  in  the 
coming  year  when  a total  of  235  dwellings  will  be  erected  for 
general  housing  needs.  These  will  be  divided  into  the  following 


categories 

Single  bedroom  bungalows  for  Old  Age  Pensioners  . . 26 

Two  bedroom  bungalows  for  Old  Age  Pensioners  . . 58 

Two  bedroom  houses  . . . . . . . . 32 

Three  bedroom  houses  . . . . . . . . 109 

Four  bedroom  houses  . . . . . . . . 10 


In  common  with  many  other  Local  Authorities  the  Council  are 
confronted  with  the  problem  of  under-occupation  of  houses.  This 
arises  through  the  natural  course  of  events  when  tenant’s  children 
leave  home  on  marriage,  and  only  the  tenant  and  his  wife  remain 
in  occupation  of  three  bedroom  houses.  The  Council  have  end- 
eavoured to  persuade  Old  Age  Pensioners  in  particular  to  move 
from  three  bedroom  houses  to  bungalows  specially  adapted  for 
aged  persons,  and  are  prepared  to  help  with  removal  expenses  etc. 
However,  these  tenants  have,  up  to  the  present,  been  reluctant  to 
move  from  “their  homes.”  In  an  effort  to  try  and  attract  old  age 
pensioner  tenants  to  move  from  these  houses  to  bungalows  the 
Council  invited  the  Pontyates  Old  Age  Pensioners  Association  to 
visit  a newly  completed  bungalow  at  Meinciau,  and  it  is  hoped  to 
make  such  “show  bungalows”  available  in  other  areas  to  interested 
organisations. 
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Rent  Act,  1957 : 

Certificates  of  Disrepair. 

No  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  issued  during  the  year. 

Housing  (Financial  Provision)  Act,  1958,  as  amended: 

Housing  (House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959): 

The  Housing  Act,  1964  came  into  operation  on  16th  August,  and 
empowers  Local  Authorities  to  compel  owners  to  improve  tenanted 
dwellings  in  improvement  areas  and  tenement  blocks,  and  elsewhere 
at  the  request  of  the  tenants.  In  certain  cases  the  standard  to 
comply  for  the  grant  has  been  reduced,  but  to-date  the  Council 
have  had  no  recourse  to  approve  any  grant  where  only  the  reduced 
standard  will  apply.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  Housing  Legis- 
lation has  at  last  paid  special  heed  to  distuict  problems  that  arise 
in  the  truly  rural  districts,  particularly  in  so  far  as  isolated  cottages 
are  concerned,  which  are  beyond  the  reach  of  a main  sewer  and 
water-main.  In  accordance  with  the  new  Act,  an  additional 
Grant,  above  the  £155  Standard  Grant  limit,  can  now  be  paid  in 
respect  of  properties  where  heavy  expenditure  is  incurred  to  convey 
piped  water  to  the  premises  and  also  to  provide  septic  tank  disposal 
system. 


The  Council  continued  their  policy  of  trying  to  persuade  owners 
to  modernise  their  properties  with  grant  aid,  and  during  the  year 
107  Discretionary  Grants  and  51  Standard  Grants  were  approved. 
Since  its  inception  a total  of  1,517  Grants  have  had  formal  approval 
(1,266  Discretionary;  251  Standard)  of  which  no  fewer  than  1,188 
(1,026  Discretionary;  162  Standard)  have  been  completed. 


This  is  a fine  achievement  by  any  standard,  and  testimony  must 
again  be  made  to  the  excellent  co-operation  that  has  always  existed 
between  the  Engineer’s  Department  and  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment in  connection  with  this  work.  A special  tribute  must  also  be 
paid  to  the  Housing  Committee  Chairman  who  in  conjunction  with 
the  Engineer  and  Public  Health  Inspector,  has  visited  every  property 
in  respect  of  which  an  application  has  been  made  for  a Discretionary 
Grant.

Mr.  G.  G.  Thomas,  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  reports 
as  follows  on  the  position  at  the  end  of  the  year  1964. 


“The  whole  of  the  area  covered  by  mains  water  was  adequately 
supplied  during  the  year  with  the  exception  of  the  upper  reaches  of 
Newchurch,  Bwlchnewydd  and  Whitland.  In  my  report  for  1963, 
reference  was  made  to  the  installation  of  booster  pumps  to  improve 
the  Newchurch  and  Bwlchnewydd  supplies.  After  many  further 
delays,  these  pumps  were  installed  in  the  Summer  and  were  operating 
by  the  Autumn.  This  has  resulted  in  an  adequate  and  consistent 
supply  being  available  to  these  higher  reaches.  The  upper  reaches 
of  Whitland  presented  problems  during  dry  periods  throughout 
the  year  owing  to  increased  consumption  in  the  area  and  it  seems  that 
some  temporary  steps  will  have  to  be  taken  in  1965  to  overcome 
the  lack  of  water  in  parts  of  the  area. 


The  Gynnin  Valley  Scheme  was  officially  opened  in  February, 
1964,  and  further  extensions  to  the  Scheme  have  been  submitted  to 
the  Ministry  of  Husing  and  Local  Government  for  approval.  In 
addition,  a further  twenty-two  extensions  to  the  Council’s  mains 
in  various  parts  of  the  area  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for 
approval.  It  is  evident  that  with  the  submission  of  this  latest 
group  of  extensions,  it  becomes  increasingly  necessary  for  the 
Council  to  harness  extra  water  sources  to  ensure  adequate  supplies. 


The  Towy  Scheme,  on  which  it  was  anticipated  that  a start  would 
be  made  during  the  year,  was  further  delayed  by  various  adminis- 
strative  details,  including  clearances  from  other  Authorities.  The 
present  position  is  that  pipes  have  been  ordered  and  will  be  delivered 
in  March,  1965,  and  tenders  for  the  pumps  and  treatment  equipment 
should  be  received  by  that  time.  The  Ministry  investigation 
into  the  Morfa  Bychan  Scheme  has  not  yet  taken  place  so  that  no 
material  progress  on  this  scheme  can  be  reported. 


The  Carmarthen  and  Kidwelly  Borough  Councils  were  again 
afforded  water  at  certain  periods  during  the  year  to  help  out  in 
their  areas. 

The  Council  have,  over  the  last  two  years,  carried  out  Schemes  of 
Long  Tappings  whereby  properties  nominally  too  far  from  the 
mains  to  benefit,  have  been  afforded  piped  water.  Undoubtedly, 
this  service  has  been  greatly  appreciated  by  the  people  concerned. 
It  is  intended  to  carry  on  with  this  work  again  in  1965. 
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The  purity  of  all  supplies  has  been  satisfactorily  maintained.

With  the  exception  of  one  source,  no  supply  has  a plumbo- 
solvent  action.  The  source  referred  to  is  treated  by  filtration 
through  magnesite  before  entering  the  service  mains,  and  tests 
of  the  water  in  these  mains  have  not  shown  any  plumbo-solvent 
action. 


Domestic  Connections  to  Farm  Water  Supply  System: 

In  collaboration  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food,  a number  of  water  samples  were  again  taken  from  new  grant- 
aided  farm  water  supply  schemes.  When  the  supply  is  connected  to 
the  dwelling-house  a certificate  of  suitability  has  to  be  provided  by 
the  Public  Health  Department  before  the  Ministry  will  make 
payment  of  the  appropriate  grant. 
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Sewerage : 

Mr.  G.  G.  Thomas,  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  reports 
as  follows: — . ' > 

The  Schemes  for  the  villages  of  Carway  and  Cynwyl  were  under 
construction  during  the  year  but  due  to  delays  by  the  Contractors 
concerned,  neither  Scheme  was  operating  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
It  is  anticipated  that  both  Schemes  will  be  operating  by  early  1965. 


Work  on  the  St.  Clears  Scheme  was  commenced  in  the  Spring  and 
has  proceeded  at  a very  good  rate.  The  Contractors  are  now  hopeful 
that  they  can  complete  the  Scheme  by  the  Autumn  of  1965,  some 
three  months  ahead  of  schedule.  Efforts  are  being  made  to  prepare 
a Scheme  for  Pwlltrap  Village,  which  can  be  linked  with  St.  Clears, 
and  possibly  carried  out  as  an  extension  of  the  St.  Clears  Scheme. 
Consent  is  also  being  sought  to  some  further  short  extensions 
within  the  St.  Clears  area. 


The  Meidrim  Scheme  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  in  the  late 
Summer  and  doubtless  an  investigation  into  this  proposal  will  be 
carried  out  during  1965,  following  which,  it  is  hoped,  an  early 
start  on  this  project  can  be  made. 


The  Llangunnor  Scheme  has  progressed  farther  through  the 
various  administrative  procedures  and  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry 
some  months  ago.  It  is  now  likely  that  the  investigation  into  the 
Scheme  will  take  place  in  the  Spring  of  next  year.  This  will  be  a 
complicated  Scheme,  both  from  Treatment  and  Administrative 
aspects  since  the  Council  are  jointly  involved  with  the  United 
Dairies  and  Cow  & Gate  Companies  in  the  project.  In  connection 
with  this  Scheme  it  would  perhaps  be  opportune  to  mention  the 
large  housing  estate  proposed  in  this  area  by  the  Council,  to  comprise, 
eventually  of  some  250  dwellings.  It  is  obvious  that  an  early  start 
to  the  sewerage  proposals  in  the  area  is  most  desirable  with  this 
kind  of  development  imminent. 


No  progress  can  be  reported  on  the  Upper  Pendine  proposals  and 
since  this  is  linked  with  the  Morfa  Bychan  Scheme,  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  decide  on  this  matter  as  soon  as  possible.  There  was  no 
indication  during  the  year  of  any  progress  towards  a start  on  the 
Clynderwen  Joint  Scheme,  whilst  the  acquisition  of  land  has  prevented 
any  real  progress  towards  the  Tavernspite  Joint  Scheme.  Both 
Schemes  have  been  submitted  jointly  with  Narberth  Rural  District 
Council. 
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The  preparatory  work  for  renewing  the  sewers  at  Laugharne, 
plus  the  question  of  treatment  for  sewage,  has  proceeded  during 
the  year. 

Regular  samples  of  sewage  effluents  have  been  taken  as  in  previous 
years,  and  with  the  increase  in  the  number  of  treatment  works  now 
under  the  Council’s  jurisdiction,  the  time  is  approaching  when  the 
appointment  of  a person  to  be  in  full  time  control  of  these  works 
may  have  to  be  made.  Approaches  to  this  end  have  already  been 
made  to  the  Council  by  the  South  West  Wales  River  Authority. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  refuse  collection  service  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily 
during  the  year  and  the  collection  service  was  again  extended  to 
cover  more  properties.  The  fleet  of  vehicles  was  again  modernised, 
and  the  Council  purchased  an  additional  S & D 35  cubic  yard 
Pakamatic  Refuse  Collection  vehicle.  The  two  Pakamatic  vehicles 
now  in  service  have  proved  their  worth  in  that  they  have  considerably 
reduced  the  travelling  time  to  and  from  disposal  points. 

The  working  conditions  of  the  crews  were  greatly  improved 
because  loading  became  easier  and  less  arduous. 

Due  to  the  re-organisation  of  various  duties,  and  in  particular 
the  additional  duties  that  would  be  transferred  to  the  Public  Health 
Department,  it  was  decided  by  the  Council  that  the  collection  and 
disposal  of  refuse,  as  from  1st  October,  1964  was  to  become  the 
responsibility  of  the  Engineer’s  Department. 


Caravan  Sites: 

The  importance  of  ensuring  that  caravan  sites  have  a high  standard 
of  hygiene  and  sanitation  cannot  be  over  stressed  because, as  pre- 
viously mentioned  in  my  Reports,  caravanning  is  still  a very  popular 
type  of  holiday,  particularly  with  families  with  young  children. 
There  are  twenty-three  licensed  sites  in  the  Rural  District,  and 
routine  inspections  are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
to  ensure  compliance  with  the  licensing  conditions. 

The  Council-owned  caravan  site  at  Pendine  has  proved  successful 
and  during  the  year  twenty  caravans  were  stationed  there. 

Due  to  the  popularity  of  the  Council’s  district  for  touring  and 
holiday  purposes  difficulty  is  still  being  experienced  with  occasional 
caravans  on  unlicensed  sites,  and  informal  action  was  taken  during 
the  year  to  enforce  their  removal. 
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The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963  : 

The  above  Act  came  into  operation  in  May,  1964.  A start  has 
been  made  regarding  the  registration  of  premises  and  other  matters 
relative  thereto.  However  it  has  not  been  possible,  due  to  the 
shortage  of  staff,  to  make  a concerted  effort  on  the  detailed  insp- 
ection of  premises. 

An  additional  Public  Health  Inspector  will  be  appointed  in  the 
forthcoming  year  when  it  is  hoped  that  a number  of  inspections 
can  then  be  undertaken. 

This  Act  has  long  been  overdue  and  will  fill  the  gap  which  had 
previously  existed  in  so  far  as  the  environmental  health  conditions 
of  employees  in  this  category  of  employment  are  concerned.

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Routine  visits  have  been  made  to  the  Council’s  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  and  Refuse  Disposal  Sites  throughout  the  area,  and  treatments 
were  carried  out  as  required. 

The  Annual  ten  per  cent  baiting  and  the  first  maintenance  treat- 
ment of  [the  sewer  systems  throughout  the  rural  area  were  carried 
out  during  May  and  June — 181  manholes  being  test  baited.  The 
second  maintenance  treatment  was  undertaken  in  November. 

The  Rodent  Operators,  in  addition  to  carrying  out  rodent  control 
measures,  have  assisted  householders  and  others  in  dealing  with 
complaints  concerning  ants,  flies,  bees  and  other  insect  pests. 


SCHOOLS 

The  Local  Education  Authority  is  the  County  Council.  There 
are  47  Primary  Schools  (48  Departments)  and  2 Secondary  Schools 
within  the  Rural  area. 

No  Schools  within  the  area  of  the  Rural  District  were  closed 
on  account  of  infectious  diseases  during  1964. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that,  apart  from  Measles,  few  cases  of 
infectious  diseases  were  notified  in  the  rural  area  during  the  year 
now  under  review.  Measles  accounted  for  1 10  cases  being  notified, 
98  of  these  being  children  under  ten  years  of  age.  I am  happy  to 
report  that  no  child  died  from  this  disease  or  any  of  its  sequelae. 

One  case  of  Paratyphoid  Fever  was  notified.  This  was  of  a young 
medical  student  who  unfortunately  progressed  into  a carrier  con- 
dition, and  despite  hospitalization  proved  very  intractable.  The 
source  of  the  infection  was  outside  the  Rural  District  area  and  the 
Public  Health  Authority  concerned  was  given  full  information  so 
that  they  were  able  to  make  such  investigations  as  they  considered 
necessary.  Later  the  family  concerned  moved  out  of  the  area 
and  the  student  was  permitted  to  return  to  his  college  under  adequate 
medical  supervision.

IMMUNISATION 

The  following  statistics  have  been  received  from  the  County

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National  Survey  of  Air  Pollution: 

Following  the  request  of  the  Government’s  Department  of 
Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  for  the  co-operation  of  the  Council 
in  the  National  Survey  of  Air  Pollution,  arrangements  were  made 
early  in  the  year  with  the  Department’s  Warren  Springs  Laboratory 
to  instal  suitable  apparatus  for  the  purpose  of  measuring  local 
deposits  of  Smoke  and  Sulphur  Dioxide. 

One  of  the  instruments,  a semi-automatic  Smoke  and  Sulphur 
Dioxide  sampler  (the  8 port  rotary  valve  type)  has  been  installed 
at  the  Llawddog  Upper  Pump  House.  The  other  instrument,  a 
Smoke  Stain  Reflectometer,  is  kept  at  the  office. 

Weekly  visits  have  been  made  to  the  Llawddog  site  to  collect 
daily  recordings — the  instrument  operates  automatically  over  a 
period  of  a week.  The  Sulphur  Dioxide  content  is  ascertained  by 
titiation  and  the  smoke  concentration  by  Reflectometer  readings. 

The  degree  of  air  pollution  recorded  is  practically  negligible, 
but  what  pollution  there  is  seems  to  come  from  the  industrialised 
area  to  the  South-East  of  the  site. 


PRIVATE  SLAUGHTERHOUSES 
Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963 

There  are  five  privately  owned  licensed  slaughterhouses  operating 
in  the  district  which  have  been  modernised  to  the  required  standard 
and  approved  by  the  Ministry. 

The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations.  1963  have  now  been  operating 
for  a full  year  and  has  entailed  considerable  extra  work  and  respon- 
sibilities on  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  In  accordance  with  the 
Regulations  all  carcases  have  been  marked  with  a distinquishing 
stamp  identifying  the  Council  and  the  Inspector  who  carried  out 
the  inspection.  Maximum  charges  have  continued  to  be  imposed 
during  the  year  for  the  inspection  of  such  carcases. 
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The  following  table  summarises  the  amount  of  carcases  and 
offal  inspected  and  condemned  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  at
